New Hampshire 
Satellite Tracking Station 


The New Hampshire Satellite Tracking Station is located on the land 
formerly called the New Boston Air Force Range, which was an oft-base 
facility of Grenier Air Force Base used for bombing and strafing practice. 
The property was transferred on July 1, 1959, from the Continental Air 
Command to the Air Force Systems Command. Construction of the 
Satellite Tracking Station had started in the latter part of 1958. 

Today the New Hampshire Satellite Tracking Station is a modern, 
self-contained, efficient installation busy in its task of tracking Air Force 

satellites. The station occupies some 2,800 acres, mostly in New Boston, 
and has its own water supply and distribution system, sewage disposal 
plant, heating and air conditioning, police and fire protection. ” "There are 
24 permanent buildings, totalling 87,000 square feet, housing technical 
and technical support equipment, offices and storage space. Electrical 
power is purchased from the Public Service Company of New Hamp- 
shire and communication services are purchased from the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. 

The New Hampshire Satellite Tracking Station is operated by Air 
Force personnel assigned to the 6594th Instrumentation Squadron with 
headquarters on Grenier Field, Manchester Municipal Airport. The 
squadron is authorized 26 site 321 airmen and 55 civilians, and is 
further augmented by nearly 100 technicians employed by the Philco 
Corporation. The combined annual payroll of the tracking station is 
over $3,000,000.00. The personnel live in the communities surrounding 
the station, including New Boston and Concord. The commander of the 
6594th Instrumentation Squadron and the tracking station is Colonel 
Benjamin F. Smotherman. 

In addition to the technical tasks of tracking satellites, the tracking 
station has a very active fish and wildlife conservation program which 
in 1965 was judged to be the best in the Air Force for small installations. 
The squadron cooperates with the Federal Fish and Wildlife Service, 
Department of Interior, the Soil Conservation Service, Depvartment of 
Agriculture. and the New Hampshire Fish and Game Department. 
Recreational facilities which have been built include a boat dock and 
launching ramp on Joe English Pond, an outdoor pistol range, a trap 
range and a picnic area. The conservation program is administered pri- 
marily by the Rod and Gun Club under the guidance of the Conservation 
Committee. 

The New Hampshire Satellite Tracking Station is part of a worldwide 
trackine net which is under the Air Force Satellite Control Facility, 
Space Systems Division, Air Force Systems Command located at Los 
Anoeles. California. The central control facility is located in Sunnyvale, 
California.

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Articles in the Town Warrant and Proceedings of the 
Town Meeting, March 9, 1965 


The annual Town Meeting was called to order at 10:10 a. m., March 
9, 1965, by the Moderator, David L. Nixon. The Rev. John L. Aalfs 
led the meeting in prayer. Donald Byam led in a salute to the flag. 

Article 1. To choose all necessary officers for the ensuing year. 

Article 2. To vote on the following subject: Shall the provisions of 
Chapter 278 of the Revised Laws relative to playing games of Beano 
be adopted in this town? 

A motion was made by James MacPhail, seconded by Donald Byam, 
to take up Articles 1 and 2 and postpone the other articles until 7 o'clock 
in the evening. The motion carried. Moderator David Nixon then de- 
clared the polls open for balloting. 

At 6:30 p. m., the time for closing the polls, many had been unable 
to vote and a motion was made by Regis Lehman, seconded by Donald 
Byam, to keep the polls open until 6:50 p. m. The motion carried. 

At 6:50 p. m. a motion was made by Twila Barss, seconded by Doris 
B. Houghton, to extend the time for voting until 7:15 p. m. The motion 
carried. 

At 7:15 p. m. the Moderator declared the polls closed and asked 
Donald Byam to lead the meeting in the Lord’s Prayer. George St. John 
led in the salute to the flag. 

Article 8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same.

XIX for the Annual 
Budget of the Merrimack Valley Association, or act in relation thereto. 

It was so moved by Donald Byam, seconded by Milton Elliott and 
so voted in the affirmative. 

Donald Byam made a motion, seconded by Richard Whynall, that 
the ballots be counted after the articles in the warrant are taken up. It 
was so voted in the affirmative. 

Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to adopt an Ordinance 
Providing for the Regulation of Private Dumps and other activities; said 
regulations being those filed with the Board of Selectmen and Town 
Clerk, or act in relation thereto. 

It was so moved by Regis Lehman and seconded by Richard Why- 
nall. 

An amendment was made by Bernice Pelchat, seconded by Paul 
Allen, that paragraph 2 of the Proposed Ordinance Relating to Private 
Dumps be stricken and the following paragraph substituted therefor: 

“Private Dumps: No person or organization shall dump, leave, place 
nor cause to be dumped, left or placed in this Town any chemical or 
commercial waste matter or any animal or other substance liable to be- 
come putrid, offensive or injurious to the public health, except at the 
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Town Dump, so called, and in accordance with the regulations estab- 
lished relative to same.” 

The amendment carried. 

The article with the amendment carried. 

Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $50.00 to defray the expense of publishing a number of copies 
of the Ordinance Providing for the Regulation of Private Dumps and 
Other Activities to be kept in the office of the Selectmen for public use, 
or act in relation thereto. 

Reginald Hayes made the motion as read and it was seconded by 
James MacPhail. 

Roland Sallada moved to amend this motion to add the words “as 
amended” after the word “Activities.” It was seconded by Marjorie 
Colburn and voted in the affirmative. 

The article, with the amendment, was also voted in the affirmative. 

Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to sell or administer property of the Town acquired by tax deed 
or gift. 

if was so moved by Henry Friedrich and seconded by William 
Duguay. 

A motion to amend was made by Albert Dancause, seconded by 
Oliver Bailey as follows: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell or administer property of the town acquired by tax 
deed or gift, after posting sixty days’ notice of the date and place of 
sale or auction. 

The amendment, with the article as amended, were voted in the af- 
firmative. 

Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $150.00 for White Pine Blister Rust Control, or act in rela- 
tion thereto. 

It was so moved by Edward Kinney, seconded by George Hawkins, 
and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $25.00 in cooperation with the New Hampshire Forestry 
and Recreation Commission for the opening and maintaining of trails 
and old roads for Forest Fire Protection, the New Hampshire Forestry 
and Recreation Commission to provide a matching sum not in excess 
of $25.00 for this purpose, or act in relation thereto. 

It was so moved by Joseph Holland, seconded by Clifton Wilson and 
voted in the affirmative. 

Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $50.00 towards a Village Improvement Project to be super- 
vised by the Selectmen, or act in relation thereto. 

It was so moved by Beulah Hayes, seconded by Harold Strong, and 
voted in the affirmative. 

Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to hire money to meet the necessary expenses of the Town. 
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It was so moved by Milton Elliott, seconded by Charles French, 
and voted in the affirmative. 

Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to deliver inventory blanks at the time inventory is taken. 

It was so moved by Donald Byam, seconded by Joseph Holland, and 
voted in the affirmative. 

Article 16. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting. 

Robert Normandin spoke in favor of the “Better Times” and said if 
anyone would like to donate towards the expense of printing and dis- 
tributing it, to give their donations to Mrs. Gould. 

James Dane and Reginald Hayes commended the Road Agent, 
George Houghton, for oiling and improving the roads in 1964. 

Robert Barss explained the Mutual Aid System relative to Fire 
Departments. 

It was voted to authorize the New Boston Fire Department to con- 
tinue existing Aid and negotiate for and enter into additional Mutual 
Aid Arrangements with surrounding communities. 

At the suggestion of Selectman Harold Strong, an expression of 
sentiment by the voters, by a show of hands vote, was taken relative 
to the question whether appropriate New Boston officials should enter 
into discussions with corresponding Amherst officials with a view toward 
the resumption of responsibility by New Boston for the education of 
the children residing in the Southeast Section of Town, now being 
educated as a responsibility of Amherst. The sentiment was almost 
unanimously in favor of New Boston’s resuming such responsibility. 

William Duguay then spoke of the poor condition of the Bedford 
Road, especially from Cochrane Brook to the top of the hill, and asked 
if something couldn't be done about it. Selectman Regis Lehman said 
that Cochrane Hill is scheduled for black-topping this year, and that 
Bedford Road was due for consideration in 1966. 

Bernice Pelchat, speaking for the Selectmen, thanked Donald Byam 
for the picture on the front of the Town Report. Also, Mrs. Stewart 
and her Home Economics Class were thanked for our new voting booth 
curtains. 

Mr. Nixon thanked the Selectmen, Mr. Sallada, the Town Clerk, 
the Supervisors of the Checklist and the Election Inspectors, for their 
assistance in conducting the meeting. 

The meeting adjourned at 12:10 A.M., March 10, 1965.

Report of Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 


Most of us who live in New Hampshire and the thousands of vaca- 
tionists that visit us every year love the State for the variegated wood- 
lands that encircle our clean lakes and clothe the hills and mountains. 
Most of us appreciate these values, but still there were enough careless 
people among us to cause over 880 grass and woodland fires to start in 
1965. True this was a much dryer than normal year but this should 
have meant the use of extra care. Fortunately the fire fighting forces 
have held the line against such careless acts. It is up to each one of us 
to be ever mindful that a spark or flame is a potential fire. 


We Must All Be Careful: 
1. To teach our children the danger in lighting matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a car or while 
walking through fields or woods. 
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3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. If 
you must burn rubbish or brush: 
a. Always get a permit to burn from the warden. 
b. Start your fire late in the day after 5:00 P. M. 
c. If burning a field or brush have equipment and adequate 
help on hand. The heat from your fire creates its own 
draft to spread fire. 


Our carelessness with fire is costing our State and Towns thousands 
of wasted dollars in suppression and hundreds of acres of destroyed 
woodlands. Yours never to enjoy.

I herewith submit my annual report relative to the schools of New 
Boston. F 

The enrollment of 305 students in September 1965 was comprised 
of 185 in the New Boston Schools and 120 tuition pupils as follows:

Mr. Fred Gardner assumed the duties of Principal of the elementary 
school and grade 6 teacher in September. Three new teachers were 
employed, Mrs. Dorothy Thorp, Grade 2, Miss Nancy Kurgan, Grade 3 
and Miss Shirley Leonard, Grade 4. The enrollment in grade 3 increased 
during the summer necessitating the employment of an additional teacher 
and the opening of a classroom in the high school building. Miss Betsey 
Dodge, an experienced teacher, was named to the position. 

The year 1965 will be a highlighted one in the history of the Town 
of New Boston in that it marked the beginning of a new era in education 
for grades 7 through 12 for the New Boston students. Under the terms 
of the long-term contract negotiated by the New Boston School Board, 
with the approval of the voters of the school district, New Boston 
students in grades 7 through 12 henceforth attend the upper elementary 
school in Goffstown or the new million dollar Goffstown High School. 

The dedicated and tireless services of countless citizens of New 
Boston and the unqualified support of the citizens of the town of New 
Boston made possible the new tuition arrangement for the students to 
attend the Goffstown schools. 

The citizens of New Boston owe a debt of gratitude to Attorney 
David Nixon of the law firm of King*& Nixon of Manchester, and a New 
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Boston resident, for his many hours of service to the community without 
remuneration in drawing up the New Boston-Goffstown Long-Term 
Contract. The contract is a model insrument in that it clearly defines 
the terms of the agreement and protects the interests of the town of New 
Boston. 

The Graduates of the New Boston High School in June 1965 were 
honored to have His Excellency, John W. King, Governor of New Hamp- 
shire, as their graduation speaker. In his memorable address Governor 
King commended the residents of New Boston for their efforts to pro- 
vide the best possible educational opportunity for the children of New 
Boston. He suggested that the sacrifices that the parents and other 
citizens were making toward this end, would pay dividends in the form 
of a stronger town, state and nation and provide for a fuller life for 
the young people as they gain and enjoy adulthood. On behalf of him- 
self and Mrs. King, who accompanied the Governor, Governor King 
extended sincere congratulations and best wishes to the graduates as 
well as alluding to the challenges ahead.

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RECORD OF SCHOOL MEETING, MARCH 13, 1965 


School District of New Boston, New Hampshire 


The meeting was called to order at 7:00 P. M., March 13th, 1965 by 
the Moderator Roland Sallada. He read the articles in the Warrant. 

The Rev. Joseph Holland led the. meeting in prayer. 

A motion was made by Milton Elliott, seconded by Howard Towne, 
to take up Articles 1, 2, 3, 4, and 7, which were to choose district officers. 
It was so voted in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the polls 
open for ballot voting. 

The Moderator introduced the members of the School Board, Super- 
intendent Ernest Peltonen and the Teacher Consultant Spiro Anastos. 

Article 5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any other officers 
or agent of the district. 

George Peirce made a motion, seconded by Howard Towne, to pass 
over Article 5. The motion carried. 

Article 6. A motion was made by Howard Towne, seconded by 
George Peirce, that the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees or 
officers chosen, be accepted as printed in the Town Report. It was so 
voted in the affirmative. 

Article 8. A motion was made by Howard Towne, seconded by 
Milton Elliott, and voted in the affirmative that the District authorize the 
School Board to make application for and to accept, on behalf of the 
District, any or all grants or offers for educational purposes which may 
now or hereafter be forthcoming from the State of New Hampshire 
and/or United States. 

Article 9. A motion was made by George Peirce, seconded by 
Howard Towne, that the district vote to create an AREA School Planning 
Committee consisting of the three members of the School Board, which 
committee shall perform the functions and duties set forth in the Revised 
Statutes Annotated of New Hampshire Chapter 195:A. The motion car- 
ried. 

Article 10. A motion was made by Milton Elliott, seconded by 
George Peirce, that the District vote to raise and appropriate $144,394.43 
for the support of the schools, for the payment of salaries of School Dis- 
trict officials and agents, and for the payment of the statutory and con- 
tractual obligations of the District, including the District’s obligations as 
set forth in the New Boston-Goffstown Long-Term Tuition Contract. It 
was so voted in the affirmative. 

Article 11. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting. 

Robert Normandin thanked the people who had responded to the plea 
at Town ‘Meeting and contributed to the “Better Times.” 

In reply to Charles French, Howard Towne related the tentative 
plans for the present High School. 

Rheba Locke asked for a rising vote of thanks to the School Board, 
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Superintendent, legal counsel and the Goffstown School Board for their 
work carried out this year. It was so voted. 

George Peirce made a motion, seconded by Milton Elliott, that when 
the polls are closed and the ballots counted and the results are posted, 
the meeting be adjourned. It was so voted in the affirmative. 

The meeting adjourned at 9:15 P. M.
